Charles  Swain  called,  was  an  officer  in  this  court  when 
Shadrach  was  arraigned  ;  saw  Hayden  back  of  the  further 
railing  before  the  room  was  cleard ;  heard  him  say  to 
Shadrach  "  Fred  dont  be  afraid  we  will  stand  by 
you  till  death  ;  Hayden's  dress  was  different  now  from 
what  it  was  then;  think  his  complexion  was  lighter  then 
than  it  is  now;  I  did  nc  t  then  know  him ;  first  knew  his  „ 
name  when  he  was  brought  into  court  to  be  examined  on 
the  present  chaige;  then  recognised  him  as  the  man  who 
made  remark.  ,    , 

Cross-examination.  Am  a  U.  S.  Deputy  Marshal ;  am 
certain  Hayden  is  the  man,  although  he  was  then  two  or 
three  shades  lighter  than  now.  I  noticed  that  his  tore- 
head  was  peculiarly  shaped  ;  that  his  lip  hung  down,  ana 
that  he  looked  savage. 
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
